Bond Issue in County. 

County voters aiso will ballot 
on a proposed $44,732,500 bond 
issue for public improvements. 
In the city, voters in the Fourth 
and Sixth State Senatorial Dis- 
tri¢ts will elect state Senators 
for unexpired terms. 

In a joint statement yester- 
day, Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
of St. Louis county and Aloys 
P. Kaufmann, president of the 


politan St. Louis, urged approval 
of the sewer district plan. 
“The plan is needed for the 
health of every resident of the 
city and county,” they said. “It 
is needed for the progress of 
the whole community. The plan 
is not partisan. It ig supported 
by Democrats and Republicans 
alike. It is in the best inter- 
ests of all of us.” 
Under 1945 Constitution. 
Indorsed by political, civic, 
business and labor Jeaders in

Under that provision, petitions 
were circulated for appointment 
of a sewer board of freeholders, 
nine from the county, nine from 
the city and one ffom outstate 
named by Gov.

The board began its de- 
liberations in January, 1953, 
completed the plan for the 
sewer district last fall and certi- 
fied it to the election boards of 
city and county for citizen 
approval. 

The factor that required a 
metropolitan approach to the

St. Louis on the Bottom. 
St. Louis is at the bottom of 
the watershed, while the county 
lies along the upper portion. 
This means that storm water and 
sanitary sewage from the county 
flows through the city and emp- 
ties into the Mississippi river. 
The problem has been made 
more acute by the rapid growth 
of the county population which 
has thrown a burden on existing 
city sewers they were not built

The proposed metropolitan 
district would take-over all ex- 
isting sewers in the city and in 
that part of the county bounded 
roughly by the Missouri river 
on the north, Ballas road and 
Kirkwood on the west and Sap- 
pington Barracks road on the 
south.

St. Louis ceunty citizens will 
vote Tuesday on a proposed 
$44.732,500 bond issue for a 
broad program of public im- 
provements to include express- 
ways and highways, hospital 
and governmental buildings, 
voung machines and purchase 
of land for parks and for refuse 
disposal. 

Polling places*will be open 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. in the 
county’s 415 precincts. Taverns 
will be closed, except 3.2 beer 
places, but state, county and 
municipal offices will remain 
open. 

Chairman John J. Cole of the 
County Election Board said he 
expected the vote, barring in- 
clement weather, to approach 
half of the registration of about 
210,000 and to exceed by far 
the balloting in previous special 
elections. 

High Interest in Proposal. 
He based this on the high in- 
terest in the bond proposal as 
evidenced by the large number 
of new registrations and pre- 
election requests for transfers 
between precincts and for re- 
instatements. At the last spe- 
cial election — on the county 
charter and on a $500,000 court- 
house bond issue,’ held March 
28, 1952—35,392 votes were cast 
out of a registration of 146,856, 
or about one-fourth. 

The 1952 general election at- 
tracted 212,479 voters, or 95.7 
per cent of the registration of 
221,479, and the 1952 primary 
125,452 voters, or about 62 per 
cent of the 203,282 registered 
voters. 

About 500 absentee ballots 
have been obtained.

FOREIGN SERVICE 


Reorganization Step 
Prompted by Decline 
in Career Diplomats— 
Study Expected 
Take Six Weeks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 — The 
State Department plans to name 
a five-man commission to re- 
organize and expand its dwin- 
dling foreign service, Under Sec- 
retary W. Bedell Smith said to- 
day. 

The action, taken with the ap- 
proval of President Eisenhower, 
would have the two-fold purpose 
of expanding the foreign service 
to meet overseas obligations and 
creating a corps of experienced 
career diplomats who would. be 
trusted by the American public 
as non-partisan government ser- 
vants, Smith said. 

Although the Hoover Commis- 
sion, which studied the foreign 
service in 1946, recommended 
that the number of career diplo- 
mats available for assignment 
abroad be approximately dou- 
bled, the service actually lost 95 
men in 1953 and has experi- 
enced difficulty in obtaining new 
personnel, State Department 
spokesmen pointed out. 

Partly Result of Criticism. 

In part, they said, this is due 
to criticism which has been lev- 
eled at diplomats in recent years 
by congressional investigating 
committees dnd other groups.

In a meeting with a bi-parti-

The Hoover Commission's rec- 
ommendation, in which the 
State Department concurred,

Department spokesmen said 
they believed only a few, if 
any, of the 95 diplomats who 
left the service last year did so 
because of fear of criticism, but 
they added that Congressional 
attacks undoubtedly were a 
factor making it difficult to get 
new personnel. 

Smith told the group of Sena- 
tors and Representatives that 
one of the principal concerns of 
the new commission will be to 
determine ways to encourage 
civil service employes of the 
State Department to transfer in- 
to the foreign service. 

Many employes who are now 
under civil service are unwilling 
to make the transfer. depart- 
ment officials said, either be- 
cause they fear criticism or do 
not wish to live abroad. To be- 
come a foreign service officer, 
applicants must take tests gen- 
erally considered somewhat 
more difficult than civil service 
examinations. 

May Lead to. Merger.

WASHINGTON, Feb: 6 (AP) 
~The House Un-American Ac- 
tivities committee tonight gave 
a clean bill of health to the vast 
majority of American clergymen 
and teachers, while deploring 
that “a few” are Communists. 

In its annual report to Con- 
gress, the committee said also 
that it has not conducted, and 
does not intend to conduct, any 
“Investigation of subversive in- 
filtration of the clergy or reli- 
gion.” Similarly, it said, it has 
never probed into “the curricula 
of any school” or “into class- 
room procedures or the teaching 
methods of an, educator.” 

However, it said that any indi- 
vidual who is a Communist “en- 
joys no immunity from investi- 
gation, regardless of his rank or 
calling.” It said that where it 
has determined that an individ- 
ual clergyman is a Communist 
it “has proceeded exactly as it 
would in. the case of any other 
person so identified.” 


Velde Changes Mind. 

Last year, Representative 
Velde (Rep.), Dlinois, chairman 
of the committee, drew some 
sharp criticism when he said it 
was “entirely possible” the com- 
mittee might ‘hunt for Commu- 
nists among the clergymen. 
Later he disavowed any inten-

Last month Velde and some 

other committee members met 
with a group of Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish leaders to 
receive what Velde termed “‘con- 
structive criticisms and sugges- 
tions.” 
, In its report today, the com- 
mittee said “a minute number 
of case-hardened Communists 
and Communist sympathizers 
have actually infiltrated them- 
selves into the ranks of the 
loyal clergy.” 

Other clergymen, it said, have 
allowed their names to be used 
by Communist groups because 
of “lack of careful study” or 
humanitarian motives. The com- 
mittee said it does not feel 
“such association should be 
taken lightly or passed off with- 
out correction.” 

As.for the field of education, 
it said there is “danger inherent 
in the presence of even a few 
Communist party members in 
teaching capacities.” 

Other ‘Hate Groups.’ 

The committee served notice 
that it does not intend to limit 
its investigations to Communists 
but will seek to expose “various 
and sundry ‘hate’ groups... 
spreading dissension, discord, 
bigotry and intolerance.” 

Their groups, it said, are led 
by persons who make their ac- 
tivities “under the guise of 
patriotism and devotion to the 
republican form of government” 
and ee use. “ ms

“The subjects of the ‘hate’ at- 
tacks are individuals or groups 
of religious and racial minori- 
ties among American citizens.”

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JUDGE RULES OUT 
SANTA FE UNION 
SHOP AGREEMENT 


AMARILLO, Tex., Feb. 6 (AP) 
—District Judge E. C. Nelson 
ruled today it would be unconsti- 
tutional for the Santa Fe Rail- 
way and 16 non-operating unions 
to enter into a union-shop agree- | 
ment. 

He ruled in favor of 13 Ama- 
rilfo employes of the Santg Fe 
who sought a permanent injunc- 
tion barring the railroad and 16 
unions from making such an 
agreement. Judge Nelson said 
his formal order will be entered 
next week. | 

Attorneys for both sides said the 
order will be effective through- 
out the Santa Fe system. 

Judge Nelson declared: 

1. A wunion-shop agreement 
would deny to the 13 plaintiffs 
rights guaranteed them under 
the First, Fifth, Ninth, Tenth 
and Thirteenth Amendments to 
the United States Constitution. 

2. “The making and enforcing 
of a union-shop agreement such 
as that proposed by the defend- 
ants would violate an essential 
and inherent right of man re- 
gardiess of any constitutional 
provision.” 


3. “. . . Congress has no right 
to enact legislation making union 
membership a test of the right 
to work for a carrier engaged in 
interstate commerce.” 

The 13 employes attacked the 
constitutionality of that part of 
the railway labor act which au- 
thorizes carriers to enter into 
union-shop agreements.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (UP)— 
Army officials today disclosed 
the existence of three secret 
plants specializing in the devel- 
opment of defense against bio- 
logical warfare. 
The plants, operated by the 
Army Chemical Corps, are lo- 
cated at Camp Detrick, Fred- 
erick, Md.; Pine Bluff Arsenal, 
Ark., and Dugway, Utah. 
The existence of the germ- 
warfare installations was dis- 
closed following reports that the 
Army had failed in efforts to 
have private industry take over 
operation of the plants. 
The Army has been negotiat- 
ing since early last fall with the 
Mathieson Chemical Co: of Bal- 
timore, Md., about private opera- 
tion of the installations. This 
was in line with Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson's policy 
of having private industry take 
over as much of the industrial 
operations of the military as 
possible. 
The Army has never disclosed 
officially what type of work it 
wanted Mathieson to take over, 
except to say it was part of the 
research and development pro- 
gram of the Chemical Corps. 
A high Army official disclosed 
today, however, that the negotia- 
tions concerned the biological 
warfare research program. 
This program, he said, is con- 
centrated at Camp Detrick, with 
parts of the Pine Bluff and Dug- 
way installations devoted to the 
research. | 
The Chemical Corps’ research 
program is devoted largely to 
defenses against enemy use of 
germ warfare, including de- 
velopment of detection devices 
and preventives against devas- 
tating epidemics. 
As part of the program, the 
also is developing bio- 
logical agents, both to deter- 
mine necessary counter-meas- 
ures and to be ready for a 
counterblow in case an enemy 
uses germ warfare. 
The Army’s research in bio- 
logical warfare has been a close- 
ly held secret. One reason for 
the secrecy was that it did not 
t to appear to give substance 
to the false germ warfare con- 
fessions wrung from American 
flyers in Korea by the Com- 
munists.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Sec- 
retary of Interior Douglas 
McKay, reaffirming his decision 
to seek construction of a dam 
and reservoir in Dinosaur Na- 
tional Monument, took issue to- 
day with conservationist groups 
who contend the project would 
impair park and recreational 
facilities in the area. 

In a statement released to 
reporters, McKay said con- 


Park Dam on the Colorado 
river in the national monument 
would make available “vast 


recreational resources now in- 
accessible to,the average Amer- 
ican tourist.” 

Present plans call for the 
dam’s reservoir to back up into 
the national monument, located 
in northwestern Colorado and 
northeastern Utah. Opponents 
have charged that the project 
would present the first “inva- 
sion” of a national park or 
monument for hydro-electric 
development. 

$21,000,000 for Recreation. 

The national park service, 
McKay said, has estimated that 
$21,000,000 will be required to 
‘plan and construct new recre- 
ational facilities in the vicinity 
of the dam, and this sum has 
been included in the over-all 
figure allotted for the project. 

“The canyon section of Dino- 
National Monument, in whichm 
the resevoir will be located, is 
almost wholly undeveloped for 
recreational use.” McKay said. 

“Recreational opportunities 
on the reservoir and adjacent 
lands will include picnicking, 
boating, fishing, swimming, 
hiking, riding, camping and 
sightseeing,” he added. “These 
will require roads and trails to 
points of access on the reser- 
voir.” 

Under the proposal, another 
power development, Split Moun- 
tain dam, would be built else- 
where in the monument. McKay 
said the Split Mountain project 
also would create new recre- 
ational facilities. 

Both projects are part of a 
proposed billion-dollar hydro- 
electric development in the 
upper Colorado river basin. The 
system would benefit the states 
of Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

Minimum Evaporation. 

McKay also disagreed‘ with 
the contention that equally 
acceptable sites for the projects 
could be found outside the 
monument. He cited testimony 
by Under Secretary Ralph A. 
Tudor before a House Interior 
subcommittee that evaporation 
of water from the Echo Park 
reservoir would be at a mini- 
mum. ' 

“The decision to include the 
two dams within the monument 
boundaries has stirred the oppo- 
sition of some conservationists, 
who have advocated alternate 
sites, but engineering research | 


shows that construction of reser- | suppress 


voirs on these sites would re- 


sult in heavy loss of water 
through evaporation,” McKay 
said. 


Total estimated cost of the 
Echo Park project is $176,406,- 
000. The allotment for recre- 
ational development, McKay 
said, would include construction 
of picnic grounds accommo- 
dating 2000 groups, lodging for 
400 park guests, seven beach 
developments, camp grounds,

Nature Puts Up Barrier. 

But it is here that nature has 
put up the barrier. 

For there is a peculiar differ- 
ence between your tissues and 
the tissues of anyone else, ex- 
cept perhaps an. identical twin. 

This unkown factor leads to a 
reaction between your body and 
the borrowed tissue. Your body 
begins to destroy and absorb the 
foreign material. 

Actually the borrowed parts 
which can be given to you now 
do not stay alive in your body, 
you replace the borrowed blood 
cells. Your body grows new 
bone or artery or cornea tissue 
to replace much of the borrowed 
tissue. Borrowed bones or ar- 
teries act as a scaffold for re- 
growth of your own issue. The 
same thing happens when small 
lengths of nerves are trans- 
planted from one body to an- 
other. 

A piece of artery or bone or 
skin can be taken from one part 
of your own body, and substi- 
tute elsewhere in your body, 
and live. Skin from someone 
else will act as a temporary 
protective cover, but then it 
sloughs away, destroyed by the 
“X” reaction. Skin from one 
identical twin can be given to 
the other twin, because they are 
so alike. 

Does this mean that trans- 
planting living spare organs is 
a hopeless dream? Some scien- 
tists and doctors say it may not 
always be impossible, and that 
is another hopeful sign. 

Ignorance Blamed. 

Their view is that the real 
difficulty is simply_ignorance— 
not enough is yet known about 
this “X” factor and how to over- 
come it.

many.and may be cured by drinking milk’ 
reconstituted from surplus American milk 
powder. Many Latin Americans get 
“enough to eat,” but suffer from protein 
deficiency. ‘The world’s food needs are 
great and so largely unsatisfied, the 
CARE presentation to Congress declares, 
that if all the United States food surpluses 
were used for foreign relief, this amount 
of food would provide for one year only 
oné tenth of the 500,000,000 persons living 
at or near the starvation level with half 
as much to eat as Americans get. 

CARE estimates that merely by adding 
200 calories a day—Americans eat 3200 
calories a day—to the diet of the people 
in five undernourished countries—Japan, 
the Philippines, Ceylon, Pakistan and India 
—we could wipe out our stores of surplus 
wheat in six months. 

Although such figures help to indicate 
the need of foreign peoples for American 
food surpluses, they should not be read 
as suggesting the method of distributidn. 
French does not look forward merely to 
making bulk shipments of food abroad. 

“Flexibility is what is needed,” he says, 
“and we believe a private agency can do 
a job of this kind better than negotiations 
between governments.” 

‘Pilot Plant’ Experience. 

CARE already has administered the dis- 
tribution ‘of United States Government 
food surpluses on @ “pilot plant” basis. 
During the drouth in Yugoslawa, in 1950- 
51, the Government made available more 
than 47,000,000 pounds .of surplhis milk 
powder, egg powder and butter for distri- 
bution by CARE. Currently—since last 
May—CARE has been distributing butter 
in West Berlin and powdered milk in Bet- 
lin, Panama, Haiti, Peru, Bolivia, Italy and 
Yugoslavia. CARE hasbeen given 10,250,- 
000 pounds of milk powder for this pro- 
gram, from the more ‘than 390,000,000 
pounds in storage. 

Typical method of CARE distribution of 
powdered milk, for instarice, is to ne- 
gotiate with a foreign government to set 
up a school lunch program. If such a 
government is able, it pays a part of the 
cost of shipping milk powder and usually 
participates in the lunch program by fur- 
nishing items other than milk. 

This writer was shown a batch of reports 
by CARE “field observers,” whe follow 
up such programs. The reports showed 
that the surplus American milk powder, 
mixed with water, was being drunk by 
children, expectant mcthers, the sick in 
hospitals, and others who .needed it, in 
the countries where it was being dis- 
tributed. 

“Of course,” French said, 
get the food to the people who need it, 
and that is very important. Usually, 
though, we have found that the by-prod-

OBERT MONTGOMERY who, as a White House staff consultant, 
has extended the Republican ‘‘New Look’’ doctrine to President 


Eisenhower's own television appearances, is the answer to a budget 


director’s prayer. 


The distinguished actor, producer and director puts in five hard 


days a week at his White House Office, but he -has no budget, 


no staff, 


no salary and pays all of his own expenses. 


Thus, the vastly improved techni- 
cal quality of the President's film or 
TV presentations resulting from Mont- 
gomery’s advice and counsel is a 100 
per cent net gain for the Administra- 
tion, am ‘astonishing “achievement jm 
economy in Government. 

Moreover, Montgomery has a pas- 


. sion for anonymity in his White House 


- 


position; a rare attribute indeed here 
in the world’s largest goldfish bowl. 
He works quietly under a rigid self- 
imposed’ rule ‘againsb any. and all in- 
terviews which might suggest that his 
office has: any other function than to 
serve the President. 

Montgomery took over his White 
House office only last month, but he 
had been an almost daily visitor, to 
the executive offices for several weéks 
earlier. His deft touch had been no- 
ticeable in President Eisenhower's TV 
and film appearances since his tech- 
nical advice was first sought, and 
freely given, for the President’s 
Christmas eve talk to the nation. 

Since then, Montgomery has had 
a hand in the production of five TV 
speeches and several other presiden- 
tial appearances for TV films and spot 
newsreel pictures. 

- He came to the White House staff at 
the request of President Eisenhower 
and James C. Magerty, the President's 
press secretary. Hagerty had known 
him since 1948 when Montgomery, 
Irene Dunne and other stage and 
Screen stars campaigned in behalf of 
the presidential aspirations of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, whom 
Hagerty was then serving as secretary. 

The pre-Montgomery Eisenhower 
TV productions were wobbly, indeed, 
They frequently gave the impression 
of coming off in jerks and starts. 
Sometimes the President appeared 
uncomfortable; and overly -concen- 
trated on his text. 
often was stilted..Some sensitive view- 
ers found that bad lighting arrange- 
ments cast a blinding reflection off 
the 63-year-old President's balding 
pate. 

It is true that feading his text over 
TV saved the President from what is 
termed “syntactical confusion” fre- 
quently found in his man-to-man talks, 
but it also deprived him of most of 
his most engaging conversational 


* eharacteristics—the jutting jaw, stab- 


bing forefinger, and cocking his head 
to grasp thoughts from the ceiling. 

Montgomery's job, therefore, was to 
bring to televiewers a warm study of 
the President. 

Those who have watched Montgom- 
ery at work say that his first project 
was to find out what made the Presi- 
dent comfortable. He remedied such 
devastating annoyances as a lectern 
or a desk that was set too high or 
too low. He fotind that the President 
likes best to talk while standing. 

Montgomery has been able to per- 
suade the President to forget all the 
trappings and the appalling confu- 
sion incident to a telecast at the 
White House and simply be himself. 

One of his most valuable contribu- 
tions has been easing the mounting 
tensions which grip the presidential 
staff, the technicians, cameramen — 
practically everybody except Mont- 
gomery—as the zero hour for a major 
telecast gets closer and closer.

eyebrows and hairline. If lighting re- 
quirements so dictate, he may from 
time to time have to get the pancake 
powder treatment. 

Montgomery also has sold the Pres- 
ident on the use of a teleprompter 
when he must read a text. This was 
substituted for cards at the side of 
the cameras, which sometimes caused 
the President te appear to be talking 
out of the side of his mouth, 

The teleprompter is a mechanical 
device attached to a camera, which 
unrolis;the text of a speech as the 
performer talks. It enables the Presi- 
dent to look almost directly into the 
camera. Eisenhower, incidentally, had 
not been very cordial to teleprompt- 
ers since one inconveniently stopped 
on him during a speech in the 1952 
presidential campaign. 

Telecasts originating at the White 
House are made from a low-ceilinged, 
acoustically plastered room, 55 feet 
by 20, which used to be the White 
House kitchen. 

From behind a quilted, sound-ab- 
sorbent curtain, as many as ll cam- 
eras, including newsreel, have been 
focussed on: the President through 
slits, all functioning at the same 
time. Montgomery’s new policy calls 
for elimination of a lot of this me- 
chanical clutter. 

Montgomery may be seen swinging 
his 6-foot, 168-pound frame through 
the White House gate about 8:30 
a.m. daily after a stroll from his near- 
by hotel, where he lives and dines 
except on those few occasions when 
he rates a meal at the White House. 

His office, a 20-foot-square room 
which was chopped out of garret 
space, is on the second floor of the 
west wing of the White House. It is 
furnished with green leather chairs, 
a single cluttered desk and an attrac- 
tive White House secretary who ot- 
cupies a small ante-room in order to 
stay out from under foot. 

He keeps busy all day with tele- 
phone calls and conferences related 
to the mechanical aspects of the Pres- 
ident’s TV and film appearances, 
which may seem infrequent but which 
entail an amazing amount of prelimi- 
nary arrangements. 

He also keeps in touch with his own 
staff of 18 in.New York, where his 
Monday night television show, “Rob- 
ert Montgomery Presents,” originates. 
He gets in a lot. of work on this 
project on periodic flights to New 
York. He is there on Monday night to 
take part. 

From his office he can get to the 
President's. office in 30 seconds flat 
if the President wants to see him. 

Though Montgomery is* the first 
White. House consultant on how to 
make a TV speech, this is not his first 
contact with the historic résidence. 

During his distinguished World War 
II naval career, he served as liaison 
officer between the Navy Department 
and the White House, but things were 
different around there then. ' 

Now 49 years old, he is. immersed 
in combining his rare talénts of the 
theater with deep personal convictions 
in a running battle with two of the 
things he despises most—Communism 
and Fascism, under whatever labels 
they may appear 


His friends say he took the White 


House position as a service to the 
President because he has a studied 
and abiding faith in Eisenhower's 
leadership against evil here and 
throughout the world.

If all "Germany were allowed to join 
the West, a salient for freedom would 
be pushed into t st European satel- 
lites and Czechoslovakia would almost 
be surrounded by free Germany and 
Austria. 


There can be little question that, 
under these conditions, Czechoslovakia 
would find a means te throw off the 
fetters of Red tyranny. Hungary then 
would be half surrounded by Austria, 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia and 
easily could shift allegiance. 

These defections could bring about the 
downfall of the whole satellite system 
of Eastern Europe. 


In consequence, the least of the stra- 
tegic objectives of the Russians is to re- 


tain the status quo with an enslaved. East- | 
ern Germany, the maximum would be to | 


create the conditions through fictitious 
elections, or otherwise, under which the 
whole of Germany could be communized 
by force, or subversion of popular will. 


Red Interim Objectives. 


Agreeable interim objectives would be | 


to keep Germany disarmed, to divide the 
West, to block the European Defense Com- 
munity, and to neutralize a disarmed Ger- 
many. 

These objectives would create conditions 
which might make possible the ultimate 
control of Germany by Russia. 

These interim objectives seem to be the 
ones toward which Soviet tactics are di- 
rected at the Berlin conference. They can 
be extremely dangerous waless the fictions 
by which they are made attractive to one 
nation after another are realized. 

While the Western powers éngage in 
discussions at Berlin urging honest elec- 
tions in all Germany, they also realize 
that these are a means of uniting Germany 
and of joining Germany to the West. 

Morality and honesty are on the West- 
ern side, since the Germans should have 
a free choice while the Soviet puppets are 
held only by force; but from the point of 
view of the power conflict, or from the 
Soviet point of view, honest Western pro- 
posals are nothing but moves in a game 
for power. 

The situation of the divided states 
is the result of one ef the most mon- 
strous acts of, bad faith in history. The 
four powers occupied Germany and 
Austria, and two powers Korea, jointly 
and temporarily, so it was thought, as 
an aftermath of the war. There was no 
idea on the part of the West that the 
division lines of temporary military oc- 
cupation would be made permanent. 

This was done by the Russians, who 
immediately set up the Iron Curtain at 
the dividing lines of occupation (there 
was no such curtain between the zones 
of the’ French, British and Americans) 
and proceeded to establish Communist 
regimes in their zones of occupation. 


Their object, we now realize, was to 
use the Soviet puppet in each divided 
country to spearhead the communization 
or conquest of the remainder. Stalin is 
said to have remarked that there would 
not be another such opportunity for a 
hundred years. 

The Western foreign ministers came to 
Berlin therefore in an attempt to correct 
a situation which began to develop al- 
most nine years ago, but which the West- 


ern representatives of the day were not | 


wise enough to forestall. 


Major Issue Is Simple. 


The major issue of the German “‘prob- 
lem” is therefore quite simple. The West- 


ern foreign ministers propose that all % 


Germans should express themselves in 
free elections, supervised by the four oc- 


cupation powers and certain neutrals, to | © 


elect representatives” for an all-German 
government. 

The one certain thing about these elec- 
tions is that the Communists would be 
overwhelmed. 

- The Russians realize this and argue that 
the two governments, East and West Ger- 
many, should get together and form a 


provisional government. to arrange for | © 


the elections. This would mean that the 


5 per cent of Communists in the 19,000,000 | 


East Germans would meet on equal terms 
with the majority party of Chancellor Ade- 
nauer of almost 50,000,000 West Germans. 

By such means the Russians hope to 
infiltrate Communists from East Germany 
into half the important positions in an 
all-German government and eventually 
take over Germany.’ 

It is obvious, in view ofthe ultimate. 
results, as indicated above, that the West 
cannot accept such patent fakery. It is 
also obvious that the Soviets, if they 
cling to their efforts for unlimited domi- 
nation, cannot accept the West’s plan 
for free elections. . 

It was the hope of the Western govern- 
ments that the new Malenkov regime ‘in 
Russia might, at least temporarily, drop 
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rearmed and allied to the | 


' 
| 


the Stalinist passion for aggression and 
arrange for a relexation of tension. It is 
now obvious that this is not the new pole 
icy and this augurs ill for the Berlin con- 
ference. 

There are secondary issues to each of 
the main issues. For example, in the ques- 
tion of German elections, should they be 
supervised by the occupation powers, 
should neutrals be included in the super- 
visory powers, or should the Germans 
handle the elections themselves? 


Typical Faked Issues. 

The last is not a real issue. It is in- 
stead a fake issue and is typical of the 
many fake issues introduced by the Rus- 
sians at this conference. 

German supervision of their own elec- 
tions is a fake issue because the East Ger- 
man government is a police state and the 
people are forced there to vote en masse 
and only one way. So while the Russians 


| pretend that the Germans are being given 


freedom to determine their own fate by 
supervising their own elections, the real 
intention is to achieve a Communist vote. 

Molotov jumped the gun on the open- 


ing day, when only formal speeches. of 


| 
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welcome were supposed to be delivered, 
by introducing an agenda which included 
as a first item a five-power conference, 
with Red China as one of the five powers, 
to settle most of the problems of the 
world. The subjects included: 1. Reduction 
of armaments and prohibition of atomic 
weapons. 2,. Political problems and im- 
provement of international relations, and 
3. Economic and trade problems and im- 
provement of trade. 

The whole first item of his agenda was 
a fake issue. Molotov knew that the West- 
ern powers would not enter into a con- 
ference with Red China to settle all the 
| world’s problems. In, the first place, the 
western powers are committed to the 
United Nations. In the second place, they 
have no intention of dealing with world 
problems with an outlawed aggressor. 

The first subject of Molotov’s first item 
on his agenda was a fake issue, since the 
reduction of armaments and the control 
of atomic weapons are functions of the 
United Nations, but this will not be em- 
phasized in Soviet propaganda, 

Mere Bows to Red China. 

The second and third subjects were 
merely low bows to Communist China and 
gave an opportunity to put out some bait 
to Frafice and Great Britain about im- 
proving trading relations behind the Iron 
Curtain and with China, and ending the 
Indochinese war. 

Then Molotov made a proposal for a 
disarmament conference to include. hot 
only member nations of the U.N. but Hon- 
member nations as well. This was another 
fake issue with another bow to Commu- 
nist China which is excluded from the 
U.N. 

The next Molotov fake was for a refer- 
endum in all Germany on whether Ger- 
many preferred a peace treaty or EDC, 
The choice had no meaning in reality, 
since there was no action to be taken on 
the result, but the question, expressed in 
such terms, gave the appearance of being 
equivalent to an all-German election. 

The Dialogue of the Deaf was what Figa- 
ro called the debates of the last few days. 
Molotov repeated his sophistries and fak- 


_ eries. The rather simple and sincere West- 
| ern foreign ministers repeated their as- 
| gurances. 

Molotov, with complete cynicism, in- 
cluded the text of previous statements 
word for word and comma for comma in 
his new harangues. “Yoy can’t do business 
with Hitler,” we used to hear. Today we 
should know we can't do business with

sues which were completely unfamiliar to him a 
few months back.” Mr. Alsop adds that “those 
who work with him now rate him a first-class 
administrator.”

Writing in the New York Herald Tribune, cor- 
respondent Robert J. Donovan says: “Most per- 
sons who have watched the President closely be- 
lHeve that he has warmed up to his job a great 
deal in a year, has grown in it and has taken a 
much stronger grasp on it.” Associated Press 
staff writers Douglas B. Cornell and Ed Creagh 
find the President starting his second year 
“far more seasoned politically, surer-footed as a 
civilian leader than the general-turned-politician 
who took office, Jan. 20, 1953.” 


Emphasizing particularly the President's 


“poise and skill” at press conferences which he | 


is now “really relishing,” Roscoe Drummond 
writes that each of Mr. Eisenhower's meetings 
with the press “strengthens the conviction of 
most Washington correspondents that, while 
there is not a new Eisenhower in the White 
House, there is quite a different Eisenhower in 
the White House from a year ago.” — 

Correspondent Drummond sums up his view 
of the change by saying: “President Eisenhower 
won't win all the time; far from it. But from 
now on, if I read the signs correctly, he isn’t 
going to lose by default.” 

Taking up one particularly important phase 
of the presidency, Walter Lippmann writes: “It 
is Eisenhower’s appointed task, as a soldier 
turned civilian, to restore the American con- 
stitutional order in military affairs. Though it 
is perhaps too early to reach a conclusion, he 
is, I venture to think, well on the way to doing 
just that.” 

* . . , 

These comments are very good to read. They 
will tend to reassure many millions of citizens 
who are eagerly hoping for the President’s 
success, after his slowness and apparent lack of 
purpose last year. 

Although these brief quotations, as extracted 
from the columnists, do not all show it, a note 
of caution runs through their comments. They 
write that the President has taken a new, firm 
grip on his tremendous assignment, but they 
also write that he has yet to prove himself in 
his relations with Congress. They are aware 
of the legislative obstacle course that he must 
run. They know that this obstacle course has 
been laid out almost entirely by members of 
his own party in the Senate and House. 

There is, for example, the high hurdle of 
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foreign trade. The President is entirely 
in his to increase the exchange of 
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was, to be sure, assisted materially by the de- 
cision on the part of Canada to go ahead without 
the co-operation of the United States, but just 
the same it was an Eisenhower victory. Nothing 
can gainsay the fact that after more than 20 
years of delay and stalling and obstructionism, 
the Senate approved the seaway almost as soon 
as the President applied pressure as the political 
leader of his party. 


This of course is not to say that the President 
is always right and that Congress is always 
wrong. Nor does it follow that the President 
and Congress, when they agree, are necessarily 
right. They were both lamentably wrong, in our 
opinion, when they put through the legislation 
that seeks to transfer ownership of the valu- 
able offshore oil resources from. 160,000,000 
people to several coastal states.. It is also our 
conviction that the Eisenhower Administration 
is wrong on such issues as public power and that 
it ran serious risks last year in-.its Air Force 
cuts, now in some part at least repaired. 


Yet without minimizing any of the errors of 
commission or omission of the new regime in 
Washington in its first year, we can say that the 
second year, as exemplified by the President 
himself, has begun much more favorably. 

~ * * 


Thus Mr. Eisenhower proposes a public health 
program which would put the Federal Govern- 
ment in the health re-insurance business. He 
calls for a very considerable extension of social 
security coverage. As part of his vigorous for- 
eign policy, he supports the U.N. wholehearted- 


jy and favors the continuation of foreign aid. 


He continues to stand against dangerous com- 
promises on the Bricker amendment to limit 
the presidential treaty-making role under the 
Constitution. In his efforts to balance the 
budget, he opposes the excise and corporate 
income tax cuts now scheduled to take effect 
April 1. 

On all these issues the President's success will 
depend in large part on how far he is willing 
to go in using his prestige and political power 
in support of what he favors. 

The people now await the results in Congress. 
Meantime they support the President, so we be- 
lieve, in his advocacy of those progressive ‘and 
constructive measures that he is espousing. The 
proof of the pudding will be in the eating. 


‘Temporarily. Without Funds’ . 

One seventh of the population of Dunklin 
county is “temporarily without funds”—an of- 
ficial phrase which means without work and 
practicaliy without food. 

Fortunately federal officials are making gov- 
ernment surplus food stocks available to these 
5000 Bootheel farm workers and families. Some 
3500 of them are children. As against their 
desperate situation, the Government holds $2.,- 
500,000,000 in surplus commodities. Nothing 
needed to keep these people decently fed should 
be withheld. 

Despite the Government aid, however, the 
situation is shocking. Here is the most prosper- 
ous, best fed nation in the world. It can afford 
to put some four billion dollars into loans or 
purchases to help growers of surplus farm 
products. Yet workers who help produce such 
products are still left penniless in mid-winter. 

Dunklin county officials blame the drouth 
for unemployment in their cotton country. The 
truth is that perodic unemployment and poverty 
are the rule among workers in such one-crop 
areas. And the State of Missouri itself has 
neither program nor funds to take care of its 
own. What is the promised special session of 
the Legislature going to do about it?

Orchids to Shaw’s Garden 

St. Louis—home of the hot dog, cobbler tothe 
country, brewmaster to much of the western 
world—enjoys pre-eminence in the realm of the 
kind of beauty and luxury that is also among 
the deep-rooted hungers of mankind. For visual 
proof, there is the current orchid show at 
Shaw’s Garden, its best in 31 annual exhibits. 

Added recognition has recently come the gar- 
den’s way—an American Orchid Society award 
for a new St. Louis-developed variety recently 
in Oklahoma City and selection of St. Louis for 
the society’s first world-wide convention next 
October. Well-traveled botanists who ‘have seen 
the new Shaw's Garden display, pronounce it of 
a quality and lavishness that cannot be matched 
by another collection anywhere. : 

Even London’s famed Kew Gardens, where 
Shaw’s Garden Superintendent George H. Pring 
received his training, could not now equal the 
new St. Louis display for excellence, he con- 
cedes. And this is the more remarkable because 
the exhibit here is free, though Shaw's Gar- 
den gets no public tax money. 
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Landfills for Health 

One of the six separate propositions included 
in the $44,732,500 St. Louis county bond issue is 
an item of $1,000,000 for establishing sanitary 
landfills for garbage and trash disposal. It is so 
essential to the public health that even the most 
virulent foes of the other bond issue proposals 
concede this one is worth while. 

The money would be used to purchase build- 
ings, equipment and the necessary land to pro- 
vide fill space for future needs. More important, 
it would eliminate a health hazard that is bound 
to grow as the county increases in size. That is 
the open dump that attracts disease-carrying 
rats and can be smelled for miles around. 

The sanitary landfill is not the only method 
of refuse disposal. In committee, incineration 
was considered and rejected. Not only would a 
system of county incinerators cost perhaps five 
‘times as much; the disposal of ash and certain 


— 


non-combustible refuse would present no little 
problem. Landfill offers a better buy, and 
county voters ought to snap it up. 
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Who Votes Tuesday 


Judging by questions asked, not everybody in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county yet knows who 
votes on what next Tuesday. Here is a schedule 
of the elections for that day: 


ST. LOUIS: Every registered voter in St. 
Louis is entitled to vote on the long overdue 
creation of a Metropolitan Sewer District, em- 
bracing St. Louis and the populous parts of 
St. Louis county. A vote for the sewer district 
proposal will be a vote to create the district. 
It will not be a vote for either taxes or bonds. 


ST. LOUIS COUNTY: Every registered voter

A Plumber Builds a House 


As the program comes up for review 
in a new session of Congress four years 
later, more than 1600 Americans are 
engaged in this work in thirty-seven 
countries. They have learned some les- 
sons that have already changed the size 
and shape of what Congress thought it 
was approving back in 1950. 

They learned, first, that they weren't 
primarily engaged in technical or eco- 
nomic work at all.

Each year a familiar fact is re- 
discovered: Since the United States is 
such a booming market for investment 
capital, why bother investing elsewhere?

HE young Republic of Indonesia, sixth largest nation in the

Indonesia's fate is of profound concern. What happens here, 
perhaps in a relatively brief period, will deeply influence the 
course of history in Asia and more than likely in the entire world.

Most Complex Situation. 
This reporter spent three 
weeks in Indonesia, traveling 
and talking with many of the 
leading political figures. He 
found a situation that is possi- 
es on most complex in the Far 
ast. 


Efforts to understand Indo- 
nesia and simplify its’ problems 
frequently have resulted in mis- 
interpretation. The country can- 
not be discussed in terms of 
black and white, but in terms of 
grays and the lush greens of 
the impossibly beautiful land- 
scape. 

If Indonesia should vanish 
behind the Bamboo Curtain, it 
will not be because its 80,000.- 
000 pepole want it that way. Al- 
though politically illiterate, they 
are by nature anti-Communist. 
Most Indonesian leaders are 
anti-Communist, too. 


If that is the case, where is 
the danger?

“Before the revolution, the 
Dutch had the power and the 
Dutch and Chinese had the 
money. Suddenly we got the 
power. We were not used to 
it. The Dutch began to use 
bribery «s the quickest way to 
get things done. Now corrup- 
tion is spreading; defeatism and 
cynicism are all around us,” 

Political power in Indonesia 
ig nominally exercised by a 
cabinet of 18 members and a 
parliament of 221, set up by gov- 
ernment fiat. There has never 
been an election, but one now 
is set for early 1955. Intensive 
preparations are being made, 
but because the party now in 
power is virtually certain to lose 
a popular election, there are 
some who think the voting will 
be postponed. 


Soekarno Is the Boss. 

Actually, the boss of Indo- 
nesia is President Soekarno, the 
father of the revolution. Soekar- 
no is supposed to be above and 
beyond politics but no cabinet 
could exist if he wanted to de- 
stroy it. He holds all the trumps 
although he has no executive 
powers. He is a man of personal 
courage, charm and consider- 
able principle. He is Asia’s 
finest orator, in ethe opinion of 
many. He could be an out-and- 
out dictator but he has chosen 
a democratic way. 

Prime Minister Ali Sastroa- 
midjojo, whose beard sets him 
off from other Indonesians, 
holds his job not because he is 
strong but because’ he is pliable 
and able to work with disparate 
groups. He is a middle-of-the- 
roader who is unlikely to make 
any tough decisions. 

One of the confusing aspects 
of Indonesian politics is that 
there are 19 parties, and it is 
necessary té know something 
about them before an under- 
standing of politics can be 
reached, This, as briefly as pos- 
sible, is the way they line up 
the parliament: 

The Masjumi, or Moslem 
party, has only 40 seats but ac- 
tually represents at least 40 per 
cent of the people. The country 
is 80 per cent Moslem.

Threats to Freedom: 
a Book for Our Times 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN

NYONE who discusses 
“freedom” should imme- 
diately relate the word to 
a specific context if he hopes 
to say anything that will have 
a clear and applicable mean- 
ing. Elmer Davis's frame of 
reference is & democratic so- 
clety with a long history of 
tolerance for a wide variety 
of opinion. So when he says 
that freedom is threatened in 
the United States he is sug- 
gesting that the open-minded- 
ness we have known and 
profited from is being dan- 
gerously contracted. And he 
cites chapter and verse taken 
from the recent history of our 
times to prove it. 


The explicitness of his ex- 
amples leaves no opening 
for objection based on philo- 
sophical subtleties or remote 
possibilities. He knows well 
enough that freedom has its 
social limitations. He is not 
talking about the freedom to 
shout “fire” in a crowded 
theater. He is talking about 
the congressional investiga- 
tion that takes the form of a 
criminal trial but without 
benefit of due process; about 
the Congressman who once 
told a witness: “You have no 
rights except what this com- 
mittee chooses to give you"; 
about the lumping of subver- 
sives and security risks in one 
category; about the Bricker 
amendment, In short he is ad- 
dressing himself to concrete 
matters—and to practices, 
which if long condoned, will 
neutralize vital principles that 
were supposedly basic to 
American life.

It is a history of the 
origin and development of 
the principle of the separa- 
tion of church and state from 
its beginnings in the Old 
World, It is also a history of 
the leading cases which have 
risen in this country under 
the application of the sepa- 
ration principle, Finally, it is 
a prescription for keeping 
church and state separate.

OR the most part, Mr.

tached and impartial. He 
states so fairly the arguments 
pro and con on such matters 
as released time programs in 
public schools, state aid to 
sectarian schools and federal 
assistance to public education 
that it would be difficult to 
tell from his presentations for 
and against just which side he 
himself is on.

In Sydney, Australia, in De- | 


cember of the same year 
(1908), Jack Johnson climaxed 
his round-the-world chase 
after Tommy Burns by a 14- 
round knockout to gain the 
world’s heavyweight title. 
T out of Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien a highly regarded 
heavyweight) in June 1909 
cleaned up all worthwhile op- 
position and led to the match 
with the new heavyweight 
king, Johnson. ‘(Note —the 
record book shows the 
Ketchel-O’Brien as a no de- 
cision contest’ because the 
final bell rang as O’Brien was 
being counted out.) 

The bout definitely was list- 
ed as a title fight and was 
Johnson's first defense of his 
new honors. When the ill- 
assorted foes met the statisti- 
cal situation stood as follows:

Committee that the Taft-Hartley 
labor law permits “secondary 
boycotts” by employers, 
though it forbids such action by 
employes. This was called a 
“loophole” in the labor law. 
Steele said unions can force 
an employer to “boycott” a non- 
union produced product by 
threatening to refuse the em- 
ployer any workers. The em- 
ployer goes along to prevent 
“labor trouble” and resulting 
heavy costs, Steele said. 
Meany maintained that con- 
ction workers today are re- 
ceiving less “real wages” than 
they did in 1939. He cited brick- 
as an example. 
A bricklayer in 1939 received 
$2.30 an hour and now gets 


$3.30, Meany said. This, he said, 
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means the bricklayer today is 
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4769 MORGANFORD (AT GRAVOIS) ; 
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receiving only $1.30 in the 1939 
“real wages.” 
He said the percentage cost of 
direct labor costs has fallen in 
these 15 years, while labor’s 
efficiency has increased. 
Builders cite many “examples” 
of “make-work” practices re- 
quired in present union con- 
tracts. They include: 
Plasterers—three coats of plas- 
ter are often required where two 
are sufficient. The trade re- 
quires a steward on each job to 
check work and “hold down pro- 
duction.” 
Plumbers — journeymen must 
carry in all fixtures, rather than 
permitting that this chore be 
done by common laborers. Unions 
will not install any fixtures ex- 
cept those approved by the

™ Purpose Differs. 

Since the Cunningham list is 
drawn up primarily for commer- 
cial growers, we might consider 
a few different varieties for the 
home garden. When food crops 
are to be grown for the market, 
the color, keeping qualities and 


| appearance are of prime impor- 


tance. Commercial growers also 
prefer fruits and vegetables 
that ripen or mature at once, 


| so that they can be harvested 
in one or two pickings. 

In the home garden it is an 
advantage to be able to pick 
green beans, for example, over | 
a period of many weeks. When 
selecting fruits or vegetables | 
for table consumption, it is also | 
wise to shun varieties adver- 
tised for their uniformity or for 
good keeping and shipping qual- 
ities. That delectable little pig- 
my watermelon, the New Hamp- 
shire midget, is a fragile fruit 
that is best carried directly 
from patch to the refrigerator. 
It deserves wide popularity, 
though, for the vines require so 
little room that they can be fit- 
ted into any garden. 

Among the vegetable varieties 
that might be included are 
Burpee’s hybrid cucumber and 
hybrid Big Boy tomato.

Typical Sunday 
Down on Farm

UNDAY on the farm, it has always seemed to me, is & 

day quite different from Sunday in town. In the first 

place, what with upwards of a hundred hungry mouths 
waiting to be fed, there is no sleeping until noon. We wake 
before daylight to see a 
waning moon shining clear 
in the western sky and 
just the suggestion of a 
pink glow along the crest 
’ of Buford Mountain, as 
promise of another fine 
day. A glance out the front 
window reveals old Veron- 
ica, which has spent the 
night mousing in the gran- 
ary or up at the barn, sit- 
ting atop a post near the 
window sill, She stares in 
at us with round eyes and 
I haven't the heart to leave 
her there in the cold on 
such an uncomfortable 
perch. So it’s out of bed 
to let her in and soon she 
is curled up comfortably 
on the warm blanket at 
| ; Ginnie’s feet. 

The slight disturbance I've made letting in the cat 
awakens Tiger, the pup, and he beats a relentless tatoo 
on the back porch door. No sooner is he settled near a 
hot-air register in the kitchen than old Mike, who has been 
out barking at some dog in a distant farmyard, comes 
scratching at the front screen. Out in the stable yard, 
Ribbon and Daisy stand expectantly near the gate, while 
old Rufus, the bull, looks out patiently from his pen. Birds 
are busy at the feeders; and as the light grows stronger, 
I can look up toward the cattle barn and see the white 
faces of the Herefords turned toward the house. With so 
much moral pressure, there’s no going back to bed; although 
we do indulge in the luxury of mixing a batch of pancakes 
to go with the sausage—and of lingering an extra ten 
minutes over the last cup of coffee.

@ THE REAL REASON why Sunday is an important 
day on the farm, however, lies not in the inevitable round 
of necessary chores. There is, I am certain, no other 
occupation in which short-range plans must be changed and 
readjusted so often, in order to reach long range objectives. 
No matter how carefully you lay out a week's work, things 
always happen to prevent this schedule from being followed 
to the letter. Thus you may have decided that on Monday 
you will finish plowing the nd, down in the bottom 
fields. Tuesday looks like a “tay to vaccinate the newest 
spring calves: against afd catch up on other odds 
and ends with the livestock. On Wednesday there's feed 
to grind and you lay plans to broadcast grass seed on the 
west field—and so on until Saturday.

Somehow it never works out just the way 
you've planned it, On Sunday night, after a spring- 
like day, the thermometer drops te zero and the 
ground freezes too hard te plow. It warms up again 
on Tuesday, but a light fall of snow makes it a bad 
day to work with the cattle. The snow would be 
fine for seeding grass on Wednesday, except that 
a 20-mile wind makes broadcasting the seed im- 
possible. So you shift things around, manage to 
get done half the things you'd planned and a dozen 
things you hadn't.

@ ALL THROUGH the spring and summer and autumn, 
more often than not, we make these plans as we_ ride 
out across the fields on Daisy and Ribbon. In winter, after 
the feeding is finished, we bundle up to the ears and cover 
@ good part of the farm afoot. This is a necessary part of 
planning, since we've found it impossible to sit beside 
the fire and visualize clearly all of the things which need 
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doing in every field. The main tasks such as plowing and 
planting—or estimating the amounts of seed and fertilizer 


we'll e easy enough to set down on the plan. 
But you're certain to miss many of the countless odds 
and ends which keep a farm running smoothly and can 
ee used as fill-ins.

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When Illinois Patrolman Henry Cooley Saw the Youth 
Of Paris (Ill.) Getting Out of Hand, He Organized 


Them Into ‘Rangers’ and Now They Are on His Side

PARIS, Ill., Feb. 6. 


TATE PATROLMAN HENRY COOLEY couldn't 
tell you that juvenile delinquenéy in the United 
States was up 29 per cent in the last five years; 
that 1,000,000 children are in trouble with the law 
each year; that an alarmed congressional commit- 
tee is investigating the problem; and that one ex- 
pert proposes spending $100,000,000 to fight teen- 
age crime. 


But Cooley knew that boys in 


Paris, Ill. (pop. 9460) were get- 


ting out of hand and something 
had to be done. Mail boxes 
along three rural routes were 
torn down one night and 
dumped into ditches and creeks. 
Another night 60 car tires were 
slashed. All over town, homes 
and businesses reported thefts. 
Floyd Miller’s service station 
was entered 13 timés within a 
few months and looted of coins, 
candy, cigarettes and flashlights. 
Three times Bill Mack’s sporting 
goods store was broken into and 
guns were taken. 

Shortly after one of the gun 
thefts Cooley, who is 29, was 
patroling Route 16 around 11 
p.m. when he spotted two boys 
ducking out of a used-car lot. 
They jumped into.a ear and sped 
off. The car screeched around 
corners with Cooley in pursuit. 
Finally the boys turned into a 
driveway and jumped out of the 
car. One carried a gun. They 
jumped over a fence. 

When Cooley reached the 
fence three shots whistled past 
him. The boys were silhouetted 
against a light now. Cooley told 
them so and threatened to shoot. 
The boys gave up and surrend- 
ered their gun. It was one of 
those taken from Bill Mack's 
store. The boy who fired it 
was foes Silo 


That's how it was 4 year ago. 
Today, boys are still shooting in 
Paris, but they're firing .22-cali- 
ber rifies in the armory Sunday 
afternoon under Cooley’s direc- 
tion. They still have disciplinary 
problems, but now they get a 
chance to souhd eff about them 
on their own radio show. And 
when the subject was “What 


Type of Punishment is Most Ef- 


fective for Present Day Youth” 
the panelists voted unanimously 
for spanking. 


It’s been months since there 
was a major delinquency in- 
volving boys under 15. Young- 
sters who heaved rocks into 
passing cars now get a bigger 
kick of scoring for the Mayo 
school basketball team. Boys 
who never went to church ap- 
pear regularly in Sunday school. 
Pilfering losses in Walter Ro- 
vang’s five-and-10 cent store are 
down 50 per cent and when 
Floyd Miller left the door of 
his much-robbed service station 
open the other night there wasn't 
a thing missing the next morn- 
ing.

HAT tamed the boys of 
W Paris? 


Postmaster Grady O'Hara 
found out when one of them 
broke a Post Office window. 
O’Hara called Officer Cooley 
who summoned the ar 
County Rangers, a force of 260 
boys including almost every 9 
to i4-year-old in town. The 
Rangers assembled in their dark 
green uniforms, ‘yellow scarves, 
caps, badges and insignia of 
rank and Cooley asked who 
broke the window. 

One boy raised his hand. He 
was promptly put on trial by 
the others, not for breaking 
the window but for failing to re- 
port the damage. The boys found 
him guilty, reduced his rank from 
lieutenant to private for three 
months and sentenced him to 
pay for the window and endure 
a month of “the silent treat- 
ment,” which meant that no 
Ranger was supposed to speak 
to him. The culprit was crushed 
and paid for the window by 
raking leaves and cutting grass. 


The Ranger spirit is felt in 
many places.

tip which resulted in six ar- 
rests, solution of two robberies 
and the breakup of a crime ring 
operating in two states. 


Ronald, a charter member of 
the Rangers who is in the 
seventh grade, happened to be 
around when two teen-aged girls 
in boys clothing alighted from 
the car of a Paris couple. The 
couple had given the girls a lift. 
They became concerned over 
them and asked Ronald if he 
knew them. He didn’t, and since 
they looked to him too young 
to be alone and hitchhiking he 
followed them, watched them 
place a long distance call, which 
was not accepted, and then 
ealled Cooley. The officer ques- 
tioned the girls who told of 
burglaries in other towns and 
implicated four men. 


lt was unexpected but ap- 
propriate that Cooley should get 
a boost from the Rangers be- 
wause the organization is his 
brainchild. He nursed it along, 
first precariously and then with 
plenty of help from the whole 
community, spending his week- 
ends and other free time to make 
it a success. His superiors at the 
state capital in Springfield 
didn’t even know about the 
Rangers until a few weeks ago. 
When they found out after 
Cooley appeared on a national 
television show, Joseph D. Bibb, 
Illinois director of public safety, 
commended Cooley warmly. 


A round-faced fellow with an 
almost perpetual smile, a bounc- 
ing forelock and a vague re- 
semblance to Arthur Godfrey, 
Cooley knows what's needed to 
keep boys happy and busy in a 
small hometown. Not so long 
ago, he faced the same problem 
himself.

Louls. Then he ran off to an 
Oklahoma ranch where he dug 
skunks out of haystacks at 25 
cents per skunk. At 15 he quit 
school entirely (“I felt I was too 
big for it”), worked as a punch 
press operator in Detroit, door 
boy at a Hollywood night club 
and brakeman for the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad.

OOLEY was patroling the in-

the benefits and made $359.

The Rangers were still $1189 
in the red, so Cooley went to 
the Edgar County Community 
Fund and persuaded it to under- 
write the rest of the uniform 
payments. The fund failed to 
reach its quota and the Rangers 
only got $850. Despite later 
gifts, they're still $250 in the 
red, but Cooley no longer wor- 
ries about it because the town 
would never let the Rangers 
down now.

Dr. Palmer Putnam of Wash- 
ington told a scientific confer- 
ence not long ago that the us- 
able supplies of coal, gas and oil 
will be exhausted by 2023, which 
is 69 years from now. An analy- 
sis made for the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission es- 
timates that supplies of thorium 
and uranium would be sufficient 
to provide power for another 
175 years—no more. 


That means, Dr. Putnam said, 
that by the year 2198, or 244 
years from now, man must have 
found a way to put to use at least 
1 per cent of the solar radiation 
reaching earth. Today, 99 and 95 
hundredths per cent goes to 
waste, or is at least ignored, 
as far as direct application for 
human use is concerned. 


Yet it takes little scientific 
imagination to realize that this 
golden treasure in sunlight 
might be used directly or indi- 
rectly to warm our houses, pow- 
er our factories, fuel our cars 
and planes, and increase food 
supplies at a rate sufficient for 
the needs of the world’s explod- 
ing population. 

There are some good reasons 
why most of these possibilities 
are still mere reflections in the 
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eyes of sun-struck researchers.

Scientists have figured out a 
few possible routes for the con- 
version of the sun’s light and 
heat into mechanical, electrical 
or chemical energy. But none 
of their plans matches the daily 
miracle of efficiency whereby 
every blade of grass and every 
higher plant does the same job. 
This is photosynthesis — the 
chemical process in which plants 
take sunlight, carbon dioxide 
and water from the atmosphere 
and turn them into starch and 
other foods. We have hardly 
begun to learn how this hap- 
pens; photosynthesis is the sec- 
ret that nature guards most 
closely.

With Build of College Fullback, He'd Be Last Man You'd Pick as a Leader in His Field

IEGFRIED GERHARD 

REINHARDT stands six feet, 

two inches tall, weighs 204 
pounds, and wears a gray flan- 
nel suit, an ordinary shirt and 
a bow tie. His eyes are blue 
and his thick blond hair is cut 
neither very long nor very 
short. If you were to see him 
around an art gallery you would 
take him for a recent college 
fullback, now doing well in the 
insurance business, probably 
trying to soak up a little cul- 
ture. He'd be the last man 
you'd piak as one of the most- 
talked-about young artists in the 
United States today. 


There is nothing which out- 
wardly bespeaks the artist in 
Reinhardt, but when you talk to 
him you soon learn that inward- 
ly he burns with an incandes- 
cent if somewhat surrealistic 
flame. He's been burning like 
that since he was about three 
years old, which would seem to 
bear out the old adage about 
the percentages of perspiration 
and inspiration into which gen- 
ius is said to be divided. 


We use the term genius loose- 
ly. There are those who look 
upon Reinhardt as an excep- 
tionally talented young man 
period. There are others who 
are convinced that he is touched 
with genius and are buying his 
paintings now as something that 
will be extremely valuable. But 


even those who decline to ac- 
cord him genius are quick to 
admit that he is a terrific (and 
sometimes terrifying) drafts- 
man, possessed of almost un- 
canny technical skill with either 
pen or brush. 


A few years ago Life maga- 
zine selected, him as one of the 
19 most promising painters in 
the country under 36. At that 
time he fell far below the age 
maximum. He was only 24, 
youngest of the group by sev- 
eral years. 


Two years ago, Life singled 
him out again as one of the most 
outstanding of these young 
artists, and one who had already 
gained recognition across the 
United States. They used three 
pages of his paintings in color. 


Reinhardt started winning 
awards back in 1943 when he 
was only 17 years old and en- 
tered a regional scholastic ex- 
hibit sponsored by Stix-Baer and

“I hadn’t the foggiest notion 
of what it all entailed,” he re- 
calls, “I just knew it was some- 
thing I enjoyed and wanted to 
do all my life.” 

He did know that the first 
thing he had to learn was how 
to draw well. He started haunt- 
ing the City Art Museum, a 
habit which still clings to him. 
He likes nothing better than to 
pick up and go to some other 
museum and spend a few days 
studying the pictures. He studies 
them quite unlike anyone else. 
Guards must often wonder when 
they see him with his nose 
against a canvas, studying each 
tiny brush stroke for its values 
in texture and color in relation 
to the whole composition. 

While still in his early teens, 
he fell under the spell of Al- 
brecht Durer, the fourteenth 
century German painter and en- 
graver, who is known for his 
severely accurate delineation of 
form by means of strongly ac- 
cented outlines and curved shad- 
ing. Durer has been one of the 
greatest forces in the creation 
of Reinhardt’s style and approach 
to painting. 

“I was copying old masters 
and trying to understand some- 
thing about line and form,” 
Siegfried explains, “and I was 
attracted by the nature of his 
composition and by the sharp, 
hard pressure of his lines and 
the intense nature of his charac- 
ter. I felt that here were some- 
thing very positive. When he 
pulled a line, it was there. By 
temperament, I'm something like 
that myself.” 

After school, when Siegfried 
wasn't at the museum, he was

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at home drawing. He would 
draw until two or three o'clock 
in the morning. 


“I was trying to master the 
variations of drawing, to see 
what happens when lines are 
thick and thin, and things of 
that nature,” he says. “It didn’t 
help my school work any.” 


He did his first oil painting 
when he was 15. It was his con- 
ception of Judas, a heroic sort 
of thing about three times life 
size, Although he would just as 
soon dismiss this picture now, 
it, with several pen drawings, 
won a scholastic competition. 


Also about this time he dis- 
covered poetry. After reading a 
great deal of it, mostly the work 
of the American imagists, he 
began to write poetry himself 
and &fhen illustrate it: About this 
time, too, he had fallen some- 
what under the influence of tre 
surrealists, and his drawings had 
a strong Dali flavor. 

This was perhaps the period 
= his most inténse -productiv- 
ty. 

“I made piles and piles of 
small drawings and paintings, 
all surrealistic,” he recalls. “I 
produced some 3000 drawings in 
a couple of years.” 


During this time he was fin- 
ishing high school and working 
as a clerk at a supermarket, 
which didn’t leave him much 
spare time. He didn’t have time 
for athletics, so he kept him- 
self in trim by lifting weights. 

It was also at this time that 
his first work was published. 
He came to the PICTURES de- 
partment of the Post-Dispatch, 
a tall, shy young man of 17, with 
a batch of drawings. They were 
so highly imaginative and so 
skillfully executed that PIC- 
TURES reproduced five of them, 
along with a picture of the 
young artist.

HE NEAREST thing to formal 

training Reinhardt ever en- 

countered came during high 
school. Specially gifted young- 
sters from various schools were 
sent to a special training course 
conducted by Charles Quest, 
Washington University art in- 
structor. 

“He gave me my first brushes 
and set of oils,” Siegfried says, 
“and I learned a great deal from 
him. I was 13 years old.” 

Reinhardt got most of what 
he learned from books and hard 
work. He read everything he 
could find on the subject of oil 
painting, and began to experi- 
ment in all techniques. He 
studied the chemistry of paints, 
and even experimented with 
grinding and mixing his own

OT EVEN a war could keep 
N him from drawing. He carried 

drawing pads and pencils and 
spent every spare moment filling 
them with his impressions. He 
was still doing what he calls 
“psychological projections,” 
which aroused mingled reac- 
tions among other soldiers. 


“Look,” they told him, “you're 
a cinch for a section Eight 
(psycho-neurotic discharge). 
Just show them those pictures. 
They'll say a guy who draws 
those just couldn't be normal.” 


Siegfried came back with the 
intention of entering the Wash- 
ington University School of 
Fine Arts. 


“There have been a lot of 
stories, some of them pretty 
weird, as to why I didn't,” he 
says. 

Siegfried and his work were 
already pretty well known in art 
circles, and the school frankly 
said, he explains, that there was 
no need for him to take first 
and second year work. They 
suggested that he enroll in the 
liberal arts school, which he did. 


While majoring in English he 
worked as hard as ever at his 
painting. In time he found him- 
self competing, often success- 
fully, against the instructors 
themselves. The upshot of it 
was that he never did go back 
to the art school, but got a 
bachelor’s degree from the school 
of liberal arts instead. 


There is. no denying that 
Reinhardt and the art school 
are pretty far apart in their ap- 
proaches to a lot of things 
connected with, painting, and 
impartial observers say there is 
something to be said on both 


sides. 
In 1948, Siegfried met Harriet 
Fleming, who was studying 


sculpture at the university. They 
met on a bus. They were among 
a group making a field trip to 
Chicago to see an exhibit of 
sculpture by Henry Moore. 
Everyone on the bus went to 
sleep except Siegfried and Har- 
riet, who was reading Plato. 

“We got to talking and we've 
never stopped,” he says. 

They were married a year 
later and set up housekeeping 


in a three-room apartment. Sieg- 
fried painted in what was sup- 
posed to be the parlor and she 
modeled clay in the kitchen. He 
built picture frames in the bed- 
room. One day a neighbor child 
wandered in, “My mamma wants 
to know,” the child said, “if you- 
all own any furniture.” 


A couple of months ago, the 
Reinhardts bought a house in 
Kirkwood, and are acquiring 
furniture. Siegfried is making 
most of it himself and is prov- 
ing himself almost as adept at 
wood working as he is at paint- 
ing. 


The house has two studios, 
one for each of them. Unlike 
the traditional picture of the 
artist who must have natural 
day from {be north, Sieg- 
frei orks by electric light, 
and he works at night. One wall 
of his studio is banked with 
flourescent lights. “North light 
is wonderful,” he says, “but you 
can't rely on it. This light nev- 
er changes. I can work aill 
night.” And he usually does. He 
starts after dark and works un- 
til three or four o'clock in the 
morning, 


He works on aS many as &a 
dozen pictures at once, and he 
uses a variety of mediums to get 
the effects he wants. Some are 
obtained with the palette knife, 
some with the brush, others with 
such things as razor blades and 
even sandpaper.

IKE MOST painters, he has 

devices peculiar to himself 

and which run through all his 
paintings. Most remarked about 
among observers is the “piece 
of string.” In fact this period 
will probably be known as the 
string phase of his development. 
It may be looped around a hand 
or hanging from a doorknob, but 
it’s always there and it has 
given rise to endless speculation 
among gallery observers, which, 
some have suggested, may be its 
chief reason for being. 


“TI was hoping,” he said, “you 
wouldn't ask me about that. 
Well, it started as a thin form 
to relieve great masses and to 
create a sensation of space. Per- 
haps it has now psychological 
significance too. We're all con- 
scious of the thread of life. In 
some instances it becomes a sym- 
bol of the thin traces of the 
human spirit.” 

Reinhardt gets edgy and irri- 
table when he isn't painting. 
“It’s the most rewarding expe- 
rience a man can have,” he 
says. “Everything else in life is 
contingent on one thing—being 
a painter.”

IN CINCINNATI the orches- 
tra is giving a series of subur- 
ban concerts on the theory that 
many potential concertgoers are 
not able to reach the downtown 
hall with any regularity. In 
Pittsburgh tlfe “Steeltown” con- 
certs represent a systematic at- 
tempt to reach the membership 
of trades unions who for one

etroit the orchestra is system- 
aticaly educating the children 
with broadcast concerts that 
400,000 children listen to every 
week. In Cleveland the schools 
co-operate with the orchestra by 
lectures devoted to the pro- 
grams performed at the chil- 
dren’s concerts; and tickets are 
sold at the schools. 


The result of these efforts 
cannot, as yet, be foretold. It is 
possible that the work with the 
school children will be no more 
productive than the usual stu- 
dent concerts, given in other 
cities. There is an important dif- 
ference, however, between the 
Detroit and Cleveland systems 
and those elsewhere. In those 
two cities the orchestra has been 
effectively incorporated into the 
community's educational appara- 
tus. As a result its claim to be- 
ing a “cultural force” is provable 
and not merely speculative.

HE vogue of silk has become 

so extensive and the textures 

so varied that a woman shop- 
ping for spring apparel is likely 
to find that the silk worm is 
involved in most items of her 
wardrobe. Not only are many 
of the dresses, coats and suits 
made entirely of silk or of a 
fabric blending silk with other 
fibers, but footwear, hats and 
accessories also have a silken 
emphasis. 

This popularity of silk may be 


credited primarily to the num-- 


ber of new weaves that are on 
the market. So many different 
textures and blends have arrived 


at the yardage counters and are 
seen in e ready-to-wear de- 
partment§ that an entire new 


vocabulary must be mastered to 
become acquainted’ with them. 
Along with the familiar silk 
crepes, taffetas, shantungs, 
failles and surahs there are 
many newcomers as well as a 
diversity of these main cate- 
gories, requiring additional ex- 
planation and description. 
Among the silks being used 
most for spring fashions is one 
called “Dupioni” which the In- 
ternational Silk Association de- 
scribes as a term being applied 
to a‘silk woven with fibers of 
irregular thickness caused by 
two ‘silk Worms spinning’ one 
cocoon. “Wild” silk is a name 
given by some designers to 
heavy silks. of dupioni yarns, 
while “Pesante” silk is used to 
a those «that have 4 
heavy and rough texture. An- 
other fabric in general use for 
the more tailored type of cos- 
tumes is silk twill which has a 
soft, glossy finish and a pro- 
nounced diagonal rib. Surah 
shantung is similar but is punc- 
tuated with § thick-and-thin 
weaves. Much of the silk taf- 
feta now has a slubbed or 
slightly irregular surface ac- 
quired by ridges woven in the 


fabric. 

‘Silk sharkskin is liked for 
suits. This is a fine, tightly 
woven suiting with minute, 
raised needlepoint effect woven 
into the material. A silk that 
resembles alpaca but is fine- 
ribbed and lighter weight is 
called “Bombazine.” Peau de 
soie, a light, soft silk with a 
faint rib rib, is an old-timer that 
has been revived. Very sheer 
silks in demand at present in- 
clude silk organza which is sheer 
and crisp and available in print- 
ed shades as well as plain colors; 
Sari silk, which is a sheer, wispy

Italian gauze; and a silk gauze 
that is almost transparent and 
has a weave like cotton gauze. 

Yarn-dyed. silk and worsted 
mixtures may be obtained in a 
variety of percentages of silk 
and wool. The percentage of silk 
usually ranges from three to 
20, depending upon the different 
texture or weight to be achieved. 
There also is an extremely light- 
weight semi-sheer mixed fabric 
combining chiffon weight silk 
and worsted. A fifty-fifty blend 
of pure silk and cotton with 
minutely raised needlepoint ef- 
fect woven into the fabric is a 
sturdy and practical as well ‘as 
attractive type. 

Printed silks, many of which 
are washable, are contributing to 
the colorful fashion picture for 
spring. The majority of these 
have an all-over blending of sev- 
eral different shades so will be 
suitable for summer wear, also. 
Noted, too, are many silks in 
polka-dotted patterns. Navy and 
white and black and white are 
the favored combinations. Some 
of the dots are extremely large; 
others are no larger than a pin 
point. One long-waisted dress 
with full skirt designed by Mol- 
lie Parnis has tiny white dots 


on a navy background. The silk

BOLLYWOOD, Feb. 6 (AP). 
OTHERS and fathers of the 
Mins will get a nostalgic 

‘charge out of a new book on 
the.silent screen. 

Putnam has just published “A 
Pictorial History of the Silent 
Screen,” and it is jammed with 
memories for those who can re- 
call‘the roaring '20s and before. 
I don’t go back that far, but here 
are some interesting notes I 
gleaned from the book: 

Thomas Edison, who devel- 
oped movies in 1889, thought 
they were a novelty that would 
soon wear off... .

I am quite 
proud of my hardwood floors 
and keep them waxed and pol- 
ished and I don’t want to 
cover them with a rug or car- 

t. Neither do I want them to 

a safety hazarc. Can ! have 
‘my beautiful floors and safety, 
too, or must I compromise?” 

I am afraid there is no sure 
way to keep any one from slip- 
ping on a polished floor. But 
here are some hints that may 
help you be sure you are using 
wax correctly. 

If you wash the floor at any 
time, be sure it is rinsed 
thoroughly before waxing. Soap 
or detergents left on a floor will 
soften wax and make it smeary. 
Always apply wax in a thin coat 
so that it can dry to a hard, dry 
finish; a heavy coat of wax 
won't do this. Always buff pol- 
ishing wax thoroughly; a highly 

lished film actually is safer 

ecause it is hard and not 
smeary. Never use an oiled or 
treated mop on a waxed hard- 
wood floor, as the oil will- soften 
the wax. Of course you wipe up 
spilled liquids promptly, but | 
don’t forget to watch carefully | 
for hairpins, paper clips and | 


rubber bands as.they can be | 
quite dangerous.

40 minutes, then scrub and | 
rinse thoroughly.

Of the 44 Americans lost, 16 
aré believed to be in Russian 
hafds although the Soviet Un- 
iow denies knowledge of their 
whereabouts. The 16 were 
aboard an Air Force RB-50 shot 
down by Soviet jets off Siberia 
and are believed to have been 
picked up by Russian vessels. 

In many casés the United 
States has asked for compensa- 
tion for the planes, but the Com- 
munists have refused to pay up. 

Here is a list of the cold war 
skirmishes and diplomatic moves 
taken in each case: 

April 8, 1950 — An unarmed 
United States Navy Privateer 
with 10. persons aboard was shot 
down by Soviet fighters in the 
Baltic area. The United States 
demanded indemnity and pun- 
ishment of the Russian flyers 
involved. Russia refused to pay 
and then rewartied the Red 
pilots with special] decorations. 

Sept. 4, 1950—A Soviet twin- 
engine bomber headed for a 
naval formation operating under 
the United Nations Command in 
Korea and opened fire on: U.N. 
fighters. The fighters shot it 
down. Russia tried to protest 
but the American ambassador at 
Moscow refused to accept the 
protest on ground that it should 
have gone to the U.N. secretary- 
general. 

Nov. 6, 1951—A P2V bomber 
with 10 men, operating under 
the U.N. Command in Korea, 
was shot down by Soviet fighters 
while flying weather reconnais- 
sance over the Sea of Japan. 
The United States said the plane 
was no closer than 40 miles to 
Russia. The United States filed 
a report with the U.N. secre- 
tary-general but did not protest 
to Russia. 

Nov. 19, 1951—A United States 
C-47 transport, flying off course, 
was forced down by Soviet 
planes in Hungary and held. 
Four airmen were ransomed for 
$12,605, but the Communists 
have refused to return the plane. 
The United States has demanded 
compensation of $637,894. 

Oct. 17, 1952—An American 
B-29 Superfortress bomber with 
eight men was shot down by 
Soviet fighters north of Japan.

America demanded compensa- 
tion which has not been paid. 

March 10, 4953—-Two Ameri- 
can F-84 jets were attacked by 
Czch MIGs near the German-

The 
pilot parachuted to safety in the 
United States zone of Germany. 
The United States demanded 
compensation but has not been 
paid. 

March 15, 1953 — A United 
States RB-50 was attacked by 
Russian fighters off Siberia but 
not shot down, The United 
States issued a strong protest. 

Jaly 27, 1953—United States 
fighters shot down a Russian 
IL-12 plane with 21 aboard near 
the: North Korean-Manchurian 
border. Russia said the incident 
occurred over Chinese territory 
and asked for $1,861,450 com- 
pensation. The United States 
said it occurred eight miles in- 
side Korea and it could not be 
responsible, 

July 29, 1953—An Air Force 
RB-50 with 17 aboard was shot 
down by Sovfet fighters off Si- 
beria. The United States rescued 
one survivor and said Soviet 
vessels were seen picking up 
others. Russia denied any knowl- 
edge and has refused to pay 
compensation. 

Jan. 22, 1954—A United States 
RB-45 was attacked by Red jets 
off Korea and accompanying 
American fighters shot down 
one MIG. The State Department 
said it planned no protest.

HROUGH MORE THAN a half-century, Frank Lloyd Wright 
has established himself as world’s most controversial 
and important architect. Wright's position in his field, at 

least in this period of history, is reasonably close to that of 
Phidias in sculpture, Rembrandt in ting, the first Henry 
Fofd in the automobile industry, and the other Wrights, Or- 
ville and Wilbur, in the realm of flight. 

Wright represents one of architecture’s great turning 
points. One authority, Lewis Mumford, calls him “one of the 
most creative architectural geniuses of all time.” 

A a -of decades ago, when he was in his early six- 
ties, Wright set up an apprentice system to perpetuate his 
ideas. Organized as the Frank Lloyd Wright Foundation, this 
non-profit arrangement provides schooling in architecture 
and in Wright's philosophy of living for a limited number of 
apprentices—current enrollment is about 60—for as long as 
they wish to remain. Now, at 84, Wright carries on as the 
foundation's mentor, at the same time continuing active pro- 
fessional work. 

Wright's apprentices work, study and live in two loca- 
tions. From May through October, they are at a 1000-acre 
hilltop establishment near their master’s boyhood home out- 


side Spring Green, Wisconsin. There, in 1911, Wright built 
the ancestor of today’s suburban single-story house, a struc- 
ture of low stone walls and massive chimneys. This and its 
cluster of workshops are named Taliesin for a Welsh druid 
bard who sang the glories of fine art. The name means 
“shining brow.’ 

The second location was founded in the — 1930s on 
an Arizona desert mesa northeast of Phoenix. right, his 
family and the apprentices are in residence there for the five 
cold months. 

At both bases, apprentices live in an environment of pure 
Frank ig Wright architecture and in close personal con- 
tact with his many-sided genius. There, they gradually ab- 
sorb Wright's precepts of organic architecture, never to his 
complete satisfaction but at least to a considerable extent.

Wright tells them, “we must look to the individual as master 
in aspects of any building he undertakes. Each building, 
however small, may mean mastership or failure.

—Frank Lloyd Wright still insists that in 


his own three years of civil engineering 
study at the University of Wisconsin, “the 
inner meaning of nothing came clear.” 
He considers formal higher education a 
hindrance that the camp deals with by 
subjecting the novice to a period of 
“wholesome neglect.” 

Wright served an apprenticeship un- 
der Louis H. Sullivan, designer of St.

NKNOWN TO most Americans, a 
furious battle is being fought 
over the C-46, an airplane that 
daily carries. passengers and 
cargo all over the U.S. 

The battle is loaded with dynamite be- 
cause: 
J —In the past six years, C-46s operated 
by private companies have been involved 
in 93 accidents. More than 300 lives have 
been lost. 
2—C-46s are often used by airlines on 
which the Army sends troops. 
3-—More than 40 airlines, scheduled and 
non-scheduled, use the plane in their 
multi-million dollar operations. 
@-—The C-46 has recognized deficiencies 
involving its fire-protection system, and its 


§—Next March 31 has been set as a dead- 
line for C-46 operators to submit proposed 
improvements in the plane. 

@—The Air Force is reported to have 
more than 300 C-46s on hand which it 
would like to lease or sell. 

Those are only a few of the reasons 
why government civil air officials find 
themselves juggling the hottest airlines 
potato in years. - 


Two Sides to the Story 


HESE GOVERNMENT agencies, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
have two basic responsibilities: safeguard- 
ing the American public; and regulating 
the ever-growing aviation industry. 
There are two sides to the C-46 story. 


On one side is the grim account of the 


crashes. On the other are the C-46 opera- 
tors’ claims of what the plane has done 


,and can do. 


Here, first, are the facts on the grim 
side: 

Back in 1951, the CAB (which sits as 
judge and rule-maker for airlines) issued 


a report following a rash of C-46 crashes. 
The report said in part: 

Investigation of tragedies indicated an 
apparent laxness by some airlines in some 
or all.of the following aspects: 

3 —Failure to maintain pilot training at a 
desirably high level. 

2—Failure to ensure aircraft and engine 
maintenance at a desirably high level. 

3 —Failure on the part of the companies 
and their personnel to follow certain op- 
erating procedures .. . including those 
pertaining to maximum operating weights. 

What happened is a matter of record. 

On Sept. 28, 1953, 23 soldiers lost their 
lives in a crash in Louisville, Ky. Eight 
months before, 37 other soldiers died in a 
crash at Fish Haven, Idaho. 

Both these crashes involved C-46s. Both 
were flown by airlines hired by the Army 
to haul troops. 


Death and Escapes 


OUR MONTHS before the Louisville 

crash, another C-46 belonging to the 

same airline had crashed at Des 
Moines. The company, incidentally, is still 
approved for Army charters. 

in July, 1953, another group of soldiers 
flown by a charter airline narrowly e¢s- 
caped death in a C-46 crash at Cheyenne, 
Wyo. The airline was later 

On Sept. 22, 1952, a C-46 with 37 GI's 
aboard crashed and burned at Miles City, 
Mont. The men miraculously escaped 
with their lives. 

In still another case, a large group of 
soldiers had a close call when their Army- 
rented C-46 crashed at Prescott, Ariz. In 
two C-46 crashes at sea, involving civilian 
passengers, 80 persons were killed. The 
crashes took place between Puerto Rico 
and Florida a few years ago. 

Fifty-six other civilians died at Eliza- 
beth, N.J., in another C-46 crash and 12 


more were killed and another 14 seriously - 


injured in another C-46 disaster at Seattle. 

A CAB report on the Elizabeth crash 
said that in addition to engine fire, the 
C-46 had been overloaded. It also revealed 
that the airline operating the plane had a 
long series of violations for overloading. 

Actually, Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration records show that there have been

That is the tragic side of the C-46 pic- 
ture. 

Here is the other side. Last summer, the 
C-46 operators set up the Aircraft Engi- 
neering Foundation, Inc. Its purpose is to 
find ways to improve maintenance and op- 
eration of the C-46. In addition, it is com- 
mitted to make basic recommendations 


. on how the plane itself can be improved. 


By March 31, Foundation representa- 
tives must come before the CAB to make 
their recommendations. If the CAB ap- 
proves the recommendations, the life of 
the C-46 will be extended for just enough 
time to make the necessary changes. 

In defense of the C-46, George C. Prill, 


an official of the Foundation, claims that

of unjustified criticism. 

Here ts the gist of his and the C-46 op- 
erators’ position: 

The plane is rendering outstanding serv- 
ice. Every plane has shortcomings which 
can be corrected. 

The DC-6 and the Constellation both 
had “bugs” when they were first intro- 
duced, but they were corrected. That is 
also true of one of aviation’s greatest 
workhorses, the DC-3. It, too, has under- 
gone progressive improvement. 


The Defense 


E C-46 is no exception. It has short- 
comings, but they, too, can be cor- 
rected. When the Foundation comes 

before the CAB, it will bring a blueprint 
for improved C-46 fire protection and en- 
gine cooling. 

In addition, there will be recommenda- 
tions to install automatic devices to show 
a pilot immediately if an engine fails, and 
an automatic optimum speed indicator. 

Those are just some of the major im- 
provements the Foundation will recom- 
mend. 

Says Prill: When correctly maintained 
and operated, the C-46 can do a wonder- 
ful job. Accidents in the past were due in 
large part to the fact that C-46 pilots and 
maintenance were not what they should 
have been. 

However, the CAA and CAB, through 
their directives and enforcement have 
changed that picture, he claims. 

Prill adds: 

The C-46 is THE cargo plane most 
widely in use in the U.S. There are about 
150 C-46s now in commercial use. “It’s 
, tt nal workhorse and it flies beauti- 

y. 

Asked why so much criticism has been 
levelled at the C-46, he replied: 

It’s an orphan. The company which 
made the C-46 for World War II use dis- 


continued production some years ago. 

Because there is no parent company 
to “mother” the plane, and defend it when 
criticism is levelled, the critics feel free 
to take whacks at it. 

In addition, other transportation inter- 
ests which are opposed to airlines expan- 
sion, have found the C-46 a convenient 
target. 

PARADE asked both the CAB and 
CAA for facts concerning the C-46 and 
its operations here and abroad. 

First, the two government agencies pro- 
vided vital data concerning the 93 acci- 
dents, many of them fatal crashes, in 
which the C-46 has been involved. 

According to the CAB breakdown of 
causes, here’s why those accidents oc- 
curred: 

The primary cause in 48 out of the 93 
accidents was said to be “pilot error.” In 
13 out of the 93, it was “other personnel 
error.” 

In 10 of the accidents the primary cause 
was “power plant failure.” In eight cases, 
“landing gear failure,” in two cases, “air 


frame failure.” in one case, “air frame and. 


accessory failure:” in five cases, “weather;” 
in one case, “airport terrain;” and in two 
cases, “no determined cause.” Three 
accidents are still under investigation. 


The Government Side 


N 21 oF THE 93 accidents there were 
fatalities. Eleven of these 21 cases in- 
volved passenger flights. The other 10 

were in cargo, training or other flights. 

A CAA official told PARADE: 

The C-46 was approved for transport 
of passengers in the late 30's when it was 
first built. It was then diverted for use in 
World War I. 

The plane is licensed to carry cargo on 
scheduled and non-écheduled airlines and 
to carry passengers on “non-skeds.” 

The C-46 does not meet what is termed 


full-transport category of the CAB. 

Say the CAA and CAB: The C-46 was 
built before present transport category 
regulations were put in force. 

Each year, the agencies evolve new, 
stricter standards. These standards are 
considered to increase the safety factor in 
flying among all airplanes licensed for 
commercial use. 

However, with each new set of tighter 
standards, all planes which have been in 
previous service cannot be grounded or 
the air travel industry would be subject 
to periodic paralysis. 

The C-46 now does not have automatic 
propeller “feathering.” So it cannot meet 
transport-category standards at its pres- 
ently-approved carrying capacity, about 
45,000 pounds. To meet “T-category,” it 
would have to fly at about 36,000 pounds. 
However, this lowered weight would make 
it unprofitable to use the plane. 


The Job Ahead 


HE CAB has been pressured repeatedly 

Ty the C-46 operators to raise the 
weight limit. 

PARADE asked the CAA and CAB 


‘why companies which have records of vio- 


lations for overloading are allowed to con- 
tinue flying. 

In each instance, the government regu- 
latory agencies said they try to make “the 
punishment fit the crime.” In some in- 
stances, they feel they should ground an 
airline, or a pilot, and in some cases, they 
feel they shouldn't. 

One vital fact emerges: 

Both the government agencies and the 
C-46 operators say the plane needs im- 
provement. The deadline for proposals to 
change the plane is next month. 

There is an obligation to the American 
public on the part of all the parties con- 
cerned. That obligation is to make the 
necessary Changes—or ground the plane. —

“VE STILL GOT to find a place in life as a human 

being, not a machine,” says 28-year-old Don- 

ald O'Connor, nimbiefooted funnyman of 
movies and TV. 

Donald clajms his life has been so full of 
work, he hasn't had time to develop a philosophy and 
a personality. 

People think of him in his movie roles—and forget 
there’s a Donald O’Connor—human being. 

“I'm no angel,” says Donald. “I'm the same as 
everyone else, with the same temperament and temper. 
I resent having people tag me as a perpetual, super- 
polite juvenile. I'm subject to fevers and headaches 
and bad temper just like anybody else.” 

Donald's been called the “youngest old-timer in 
show business”—with justification. 

He toddiled in front of the footlights when he was 
13 months old—and from then on, he was never away 
from them. Even the two years he spent in the Army, 
he entertained U.S. troops. 
> “I was born and raised to entertain other people,” 
says Donald. “I've heard laughter and applause and 
known a lot of sorrow. Everything about me is based 
on show business—I think it will bring me happiness. 
I hope so. I'm working to make it that way.” 

Donald may not always be happy himself, but he 
never fails to get a chuckle out of an audience. 

He brought down the house at his debut. It was in 
1926 at a Cincinnati theater. Wearing a little white 
dress, he shuffled onstage to the tune of “Black 
Bottom.” He ended his part of the act by turning 
around and vigorously patting his backside. 


He Added $25 


66 Y MOTHER had to grab me before | fell down,” 

M Donald says. “I didn’t want to stop.” 

Life began for Donald on August 30, 1925 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in Chicago. He was the 
youngest of seven children of Effie Serge O'Connor 
and Charles “Chuck” Dixon O'Connor. 

The O’Connor Family Theater Act toured the coun- 
try, doing vaudeville shows and old standbys like 
“David Harum” and “Shepherd of the Hills.” 

“My father was glad I was born,” says Donald. 
“With each kid, the O’Connor fainily act made more 
dough. As soon as we could walk, we went to work, 
adding another $25 a week to the family income.” 

(Donald and a brother, John Edward, are the only 
children living today—three died in childbirth, one in 
an auto accident and one of scariet fever.) 

“My father started out as a circus ‘leaper’,” says 
Donald; “He’d run down a ramp, jump over an elc- 
phant and land on a mat.”

Not long atter Donald's “Black Bottom” debut.

When 
one of the bovs married a dancer, the troupe got a 
new member. 

“Everybody thought [| was going to be a midget.” 
says Donald. “1 wore bangs and curls and was very 
small. Pd come out onstage to “Hail. Hail the Gang’s 
all Here’ in a suit that made me look like a little oid 
man. Pd keep strutting right out towards the audience 
tll my brother Billy caught me by the coat tails, and 
swung me back onstage. Then wed go into some 
acrobatics.” 


Our Way of Life 


ONALD even did a solo song, “Keep Your Sunny 
ID Side Up” and a dance. 

“| earned $25 a week but | didnt get my 
own salary ull 1 married,” he says. “I lived on an 
allowance and whatever | could snitch from my 
mother’s pocketbook. ; 

“Maybe it all sounds brutal, but it was our way of 
life and we liked it. Our family was very close. I didnt 
miss what other kids had because I really didn’t know 
how they lived. School? Between the uges of five and 
12, | took Correspondence courses with my mother as 
my teacher. Later, | finished up my education in 
studio schools.” 

Being a child actor had its bumps and bruises for 
Donald. 
> Once in San Francisco, he was playing tag near 
the stage door. A youngster slammed the door on 
his hand just as his cue to go onstage came. 

“I could hear them plaving “Hail, Hail the Gangs 
All Here.” says Donald, “but I couldn't get the door 
open. | kept yelling upstairs to vamp the music. 
Finally, | pulled out my hand. I was crying, my finger 
hurt, but I bounced onstage.” 

It turned out that the finger was broken. 

Another time, brother Billy missed catching Donald 
by the coattails as he leaned out over the footlights. 

“He grabbed me by my left car and swung me 
back before | hit the orchestra pit,” says Donald. 
“My ear was bleeding. my white suit was a mess, and 
| was crying like mad. But I still kept singing “Keep 
Your Sunny Side Up’.” 


In Chicago, he slipped off a wall while playing 
between shows, : 

“I didn't tell anybody, but went on and did my 
handstands as usual,” he recalls. “1 got sicker and 
sicker. Finally, after the fourth show my mother took 
me to a hospital where they told me I'd been balanc- 
ing on a broken arm.” : 

Donald's “hig rebellion” came when he was about 
lO. He got tired of hearing other kids call him a 
sissy so he sneaked off to a barber and had his Buster 
Brown bangs cut off. 

“My mother looked at me and cried.” says Donald. 
“She kept saying. ‘My baby has grown up and ruined 
the act! ~ 

In 1938, the O'Connor family played a benefit for 
the Motion Picture Relief Fund in Los Angeles. 
After the show, a movie scout asked Donald to take 
a test at Paramount. He wound up in a picture with 
Bing Crosby and Fred MacMurray. It was called 
“Sing You Sinners.” 
>» “I was pretty excited,” says Donald. “About that 
time. | had a terrific crush on a girl named Judy 
Garland. She was about two years older than me, but 
we & played the same bills in vaudeville. As a movie 
‘star’ I figured I'd tmpress her. | didn't. She got im 
movies, too!” 

Donald worked hard during the year he was under 
contract to Paramount. He made 11 pictures, includ- 
ing “Beau Geste,” “Men with Wings” and “Milhon 
Dollar Legs.” . 

At that time he began to wonder if there wasn't 
more to life than work. 

“| saw how other boys could stay home and play 
and | resented having to go to a studio every day,” he 
said. “I remember once all us kids started building 
a playhouse. | couldn't stay and finish ut because | 
had to go to work. So the kids started to tease 
me. ‘Look at the big movie actor, they d say. I didn't 
resent what they said: I only resented having to go 
away and leave them.” 


Hit the Road 


HATEVER HE DID, Donald strove for perfection. 
He did well in baseball, boxing, swimming, 
bowling and any sport “that didn't take too 
much time to learn.” 
At 14, he lost his job at Paramount when his voice 
began to change and he grew into the “awkward age.” 
“There was nothing left for us but to take the 
O'Connor Family Act out on the road again,” he said. 
“Things got pretty rough. My brother Billy died and 
I tried to do both his act and mine.” 
A wire from a Hollywood agent saved the day. It 
was an offer to do “What's Cookin’?” a musical for

Universal. Donald did that and 12 others for the same 
studio. Not one of them grossed less than $2,000,000. 

On February 6, 1944, the day before he reported 
for Army service, Donald married Gwendolyn Carter. 
They were divorced last year and have a little seven- 
year-old daughter, Donna. 

His latest movies like “Singing im the Rain” 
(MGM), “Call Me Madam” (20th Century-Fox) and 
“Walking My Baby Back Home.” (Universal) have 
established him as one of Hollywood's top dancer- 
actors. : 

His performances on NBC-TV's Colgate Comedy 
Hour have earned him honors in television as a 
comedy star. 

“ft think I've learned to gratify the audience instead 
of myself,” says Donald, “and it’s a satisfying thing.

Her name is “Distributon,” one of 
the first electronic “brains” to be put 
to work in the age-old business of keep- 
ing tabs on goods sold over the counter. 

The Distributon has been installed at 
John Plain & Co. ‘here, a mail order 
house that does about $2,000,000 worth 
of business a. week in peak seasons. 

To tabulate the orders involved, the 
firm normally would hire 150 temporary 
girl clerks. But with the Distributon 
doing most of the work, the entire opera- 
tion is handled by 10 girls. That’s why 
the company calls the Distributon a “140 
GP (Girl Power)” machine. 

The other morning, for example, one 
of the firm’s clerks sat down at her desk 
and picked up an order which read: “One 
dozen woolen sweaters, stock number 
351-551 at $4.45 each. Ship to Blank’s 
General Store, Middletown, Kan.” 

The girl reached ever to a device thas 
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looked like a 10-key adding machine, 
which feeds the Distributon. She pressed 
the keys. Instantly the Distributon re- 
corded the sales order—one of the 15,000 
received by the firm that day—filed all 
the information, and figured out how 
many sweaters were left in stock. The 
entire operation took exactly three-tenths 
of a second. 


A Magnetic Drum 


HE CENTER of the electronic brain 
‘is a magnetic drum that revolves at 

1,750 r.p.m. It is magnetized in tiny 
spots, and there are 39,000 spots on the 
drum. These are “pockets” for informa- 
tion supplied in the form of numbers. 
When the girl clerk presses a key on her 
unit (see photo) the information is 
popped into one of the pockets. 

The Distributon is the “brain child” 
of Walter H. Richter, president of John 
Plain, and Harold Lachman, chairman 
of the board. They conceived the idea, 
then got electronic engineers to design 
and build the machine.
